Higher Secondary School, Nachikulam, Govt. Girls Higher Secondary School, 
Sholavandan, and Govt. Kallar Higher Secondary School, Mellakkal, Vadipatti TK.

THE CENTRAL LIBRARY OF VIVEKANANDA COLLEGE was established in 

the year 1971. The Library now has more than 68,472 books, 42 reputed journals, 
35 magazines E-books and E-journals. The library offers a lot of services to the 
faculty members, scholars and students besides covering the surrounding rural areas 
with its mobile library service. Certificate Course in Library and Information 

Science is offered to the students from 2006. More than 30 students take this 
course every year.
